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A true and perfe& Narrative of the Differences between 
Mr. B««by and Mr, Bagſhawe, the firſt and ſecond Maſters .of 
Weſtminſter School. 


Hen I came from Oxford to Weſtminſter, in the beginning of the year 
J 16556, | brought along with me all the Reſpe& and Aﬀe&ion for 
Mr Buby, which either his Kindneſs ro me when [ was his Scholar, 
& or his Friendſhip after, could deferve or challenge from me : and 
bY ar that time I had no one thing, of private concernment, more pre- 
wroa— valent in my thoughts, than to find our a way, how I might do 
Mr Busby ſome Acceptable Service. For the effefting of this, I found then but too 
ſad an opportuniry offered, fince, what by the Recets of Mr Vincent the ſecond Ma- 
ſter, and the intended Departure of Mr Litt{eton, who had for ſome time ſupplied 
his Room 3 togerher with an Excerable Fact committed lately before by Mr Buſ- 
by's Nephew John Busby ( for which he was forced, or rather ſuffered ts fly ) 
i found the School ſo ſunk in Learning, and fo loſt in Repuration 3 thar ſcarce any 
one of Learning or Ingenuity would undertake an Imployment in ir. 

In this Diſtreſs Mr Busly did by Mr Littleton ſignifie unto me, how ready he 
ſhould be to Aſſiſt me, in caſe I would ſtand to be ſecond Maft:r 3 which Place, 
partly out of Pitty to the School then almoſt ruined, bur principally out.of Compli- 
ance ro Mr Baby, I was content to accept of. 

I muſt not forget, that at that time Mr Bu«by did appear very Zealousand Ear- 
neſt for me, which I did then interpret to proceed from an Exceſs of Love, bur 
finceT have been forced ro make other Reilexions upon ir, Becaule

This Motion was made, and the Governoars viewing the Statutes and not know- 
ing Mr Bwby's then drifr, but finding the Statutes, as to the Lener of them, t0 be 
as Mr Baby had alleaged, they preſently granted his Deſire ; and an Order was 
immediately drawn up, and, ſo Great and Paſſionate was Mr Busby's haſt, that ve- 
ry night conyeighed to me. The Order was as followeth ;

Kpon what hath been now repreſented unto the G overnonrs, and upon 
pernſall of the Statute, the Governours de declare ; That the School- 
maſter ought to have the Care and Inſtrufjion of the Scholars in the

»phold hims in the Exerciſe and Enjoyment of all his juſt Rights and Privi= 
leges as Maſter of the ſaid School, ſo farre as concerns = : and that 
both the Mefter and the Hſher have Copies of this Order delivered unto 


thens. 


This Order was delivered ro me that very night, at which I was more than or- 
dinarily ſurprized, becauſe I found my ſelf pur ro that Dilemma, that if I did nox 
Obey it, I ſhould be turned out for Contempt z and if I did Obey ir,I was to erigage 
in and undergo all theſe following Inconvyeniencies ; 

1. I was preſently in all haſt, in that hor and ſickly ſeaſon of rhe year, to be 
: q removed unto Weſtminſter from Chiſwicke 5 where I had fixed my 

Star, 4e Re- p efidence for that Summer, and where likewiſe, upon all Removes 
of the Colledge, the ſecond Maſter is by Statute ®, obliged ro be. 
2. I was not heard to ſpeak for my ſelf, and yet was condemned, like a Werth- 
leſs Perſon, to reach the loweft Elements of Learning : A tedious and unpleaſant 
Toyl! from which my Predeceſſors by virtue of a long Cuſtome had been altogether 
freed. For ever fince the Famous Mr 6ambdens rime, ( who preceded me both in 
that Place and Priviledge ) the ſecond Maſter taught onely the third and fourth 
Formes z and for the Inftruftion of the firft and ſecond, dee was conſtantly an 
Line Ganges by the Upper Mafter. Which Courſe was found very uſefull ro the 
School, and very Convenient for both the Maſters, for above $o years together, till 
Mr Bwby in that Clanevlar and Diſmgenuous manner did ſeek an —— 
3. Though

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3. Though Mr Busby did pretend thus zealouſly to urge Statate, yet I'found* 
afterwards that he did conceal a very materiall part of it, ix, the Qualifications of 
the Scholars which were to be in thoſe three lower Forms : For,by the 
*Stat. de Statute *, none are to be admitted into the School, but ſuch as have 
Admiſ. perfe&ly learned their Grammar, and can at leaſt write indifferently 
| well. Whereas Admiſſions have been all Mr Busby's time ſo Irregularly 
made, that now I was obliged ro Teach many. who could not Write, ſome that 
could ſcarcely Read, and almoſt all who were yet to begin their Grammer. 
- Laſily, Though M:Busby to putan Afﬀeront upon me, and co make me weary of my 
place, did plead fo carnefHy for Statute in this Caſe, yer 1 found that many other $r4- 
rates, as well as that,had been lon diſuſed; all which,notwithſtanding his Oath and 
prerence of Conſcience, Mr Bugby ſtill withour {cruple continues to Violate.Such are 


1; That the Upper-Maſter is not to Admit Scholars, remove 
Formes, no not ſo much a to give a Play-day by bis ſole Au- 


therity. 
2. That the Upper Maſter is not to have above four Boarders, 


and thoſe are to Diet inthe .Colledg- Hall, 
Whereas Mr Busby all his time has had berween thirty and ſorty at a time, 
and they boarded at exceſſive Rates in his own Houſe. 


J. That the Wpper I aſter himſelf 's conſtantly to Diet in the 
Colledg-Hall, or to loſe bis Commons. 

Whereas Mr Bagby is not only alwaies abſent, contrary to his Duty, but 
has gained near upon 80" per An. for his Dier, which is more by above 
halfrhan the Statute allows. 

4. That the pper Maſter is not to take Admiſſion-Plate of his 
Boarders, but it is to be given in te the {ſe of the Colledge. 
Whereas Mr Busby hatly not only received Plate of a very great value from 

his Boarders, but challenges it as his Due, 


Theſe. w:th many other Statutes of the like Nature, have been by Mr Bxsby, in a 
higher meaſure than by any of his Predeceſſors, conſtantly broken. And at that time 
he-was pleaſed to take no notice of them, but only ſought to enforce ſo much of 
Statute, as might prove a ſnare tome. And though Mr Bysby did not feare to ſay 
before the Governours, that he was moved to make this Alteration ovly out of Con- 
ſcience, and becauſe of his Oath z yet that his Zeal ſhould not much more pur him 
upon re-inforcing thoſe forementioned Statutes, (by the Breach of which the Col- 
ledgis infinitely damaged) this has in it more of Crime, than I am willing to give 
a Name to. 

This being the poſture of my Afﬀaires upon the Receit of that Order, none can 
blame meif I then began both to admire and dread the virtue of Mr Bugby's Politicks, 
who had ſuch cloſe and ſecret vengeance in ſtore againſt me, before 1 knew that I 
had at all offended him. 

Howeyer the iſſue of this Buſineſs was,I doubt not, much contrary to Mr Busby's 
Expettation ; for whereas he hoped thar in diſdaine of his injury, I would ome

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1y have renounced my Tlace, and never have complyed with ſo mean. an Employ” 


rent, as he had reduced meto; I on the congary did reſolve to ſtay, and ſet unto 
what Iſſue Mr Busby would drive this his lnnovacion. | 

[did therefore without delay ſubmic unto the Gavernours Order, and the very next 
day removing my ſelf, I diligently attended the Duty of chat Place ro which I was 
degraded. Nor did 1 at it diſcover the leaſt Reſentment, as will appear by this fol-. 
towing addreſs, which I made ro the Governours the Thurſday following, Fuly 9% 
1657.

;  andat laſt his procuring my ſtaircaſe to be cut down, thereby to hinder my acceſs 
unto my Chamber: Theſc,befides the Injuſtice of them,were Abuſes of that Vile and 
Unmanly Narure, that as I cannot think of them without bluſhing, ſo I ſhould nor 
mention them, bur that I would mind my ſelf, how much cauſe T have to bleſs God 
for enduing me wich ſo extraordinary a meaſure of Patience, as did enable me 
cheerfully ro undergo the weight of ſo much Publick Reproach and Ignominy. 
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when the time of my Suſpenfion was expired, which was fo laſt till the EleMow. - 
May i658. | trad then Liberty given me to come and to prove my Tirle, Which 
did, by dehvering che ſubſtance of what is before relared ; and did yer further com - 
firm it by .vany Parallel Cafes which were ſuggeſted to me by Countell.

Within few daies after the Governours thought fit to revoke their Order of an Aſ- 
fiſtant, to Mr Busby as Unſtatutable z the Defiring of which at firſt, was the Occafi-- 
on ofthis Unhappy Controverſie ; and all thoſe Priviledges which by the Sratute, 
belong to the Second Maſter, and in the Claime of which 1 miſcarried, have been. 
ſince by the Governours Voluntarily conferred on Mr Littleton, my Learned and: 
Worthy Succeſſor, 


Here I ſhall conclude my Narrative, Out of which none can bur lee that T have: 
plenrifull matter ro Anſwer unto Mr Pierce's Scandalous Charge of Ingratitude ; for 
I leave it to every indifferent Man to judg whether M* Busby himſelf hath not took 
from me all poltibilicy.of being Grateſull ; ſince he hath purſued me ſo thick with: 
Injuries that Gratitude now would look like Guilt. 

Yet I confeſs that I am neither Able nor willing to forget either my Relation or 
my many former Obligations ro M* Busby, though whilſt I remember in how ma- 
ny Various and Uncouth waics he gat of late ſought my Undoing, the remem- 
brance of his Former Kindneſs, dottFonly ſerve to make his greater load of Un- 
kindneſs more ſenſible and prefling. .
